THE BYRDS 


A wave of folk-rock is developing in con- 
temporary pop music, with Bob Dylan, as 
the leader and the Byrds as the disciples. 

Some British groups, for example, the 
Animals and the Nashville Teens, occasion- 
ally used country-folk material. But they 
are still identified as being in the rock 
'& roll vein. The first American rock group 
to borrow its material from the folk field 
successfully, is the Byrds. Their hit single 
is Bob Dylan's "Mr. Tambourine Man." 

The sound of the Byrds unites falsetto 
harmony with blaring guitar chords and 
a pulsing drum beat, all appropriate for 
dancing. 

Currently performing at various colleges 
and clubs in the Los Angeles area, the 
Byrds consist of five young men, each of 
whom has had wide experience in the 
folk music and rock and roll fields. Jim 
McGuinn, who serves as leader, toured 
for two years with the Chad Mitchell Trio 


and for one year with Bobby Darin. He 
has also been heard as a guitar accom- 
panist on numerous recordings for such 
singers as Judy Collins and Hoyt Axton. 
McGuinn plays 12-string guitar as well 
as banjo. David Crosby has performed 
as a solo singer-guitarist for five years 
at folk music clubs all over the country. 
Guitarist Gene Clark is an alumnus of the 
New Christy Minstrels, having served for 
15 months with that group. Before join- 


ing the Christys, he toured with his own 


trio. Chriss Hillman formerly led his own 
group, the Hillmen. An outstanding mando- 


linist, he is equally adept at playing John 
Coltrane solos or bluegrass. Drummer Mike 
Clark was playing with various groups in 
the San Francisco area when he was asked 
to join the Byrds six months ago. 

With the Beatles in the main stream as 
one rock 'n' roll school, the Byrds are 
flying towards new heights combining the 
poetry of folk lyrics with a rocking beat. 

The Byrds have a new and exciting sound 
that has been influenced by both rock | 
and roll and rhythm and blues and the 
group may well be starting a new trend 
in folk music.
